WATCHDOGS ARE NOBODY'S PETS 


Let us begin this month by saying that in 
today's social climate, anything of value you 
may possess needs to be protected well. In 
our case we have the area music scene. It 
comes as no surprise that it too needs 
protection, especially from those within and 
without who seek to abuse it. Although | 
have already written a couple of editorial 
pieces for this magazine, it might be a good 
idea to define what this column is all about. 
I should say here that the staff of Jn Tune 
deserve credit for being supportive of the 
local musician and area clubs .and venues. 
This magazine fills a void that has sorely 
needed filling for many a_ year. This 
magazine is a testament to the value of 
music and the respect it deserves. So 
without further ado, I shall explain what the 
function of my column is and is not. 

First, this, column is an EDITORIAL. It 
is not a safe haven for those. who damage 
the music scene in some way. If this 
reporter gets wind of something amiss, it's 
probably going to show up in these pages 
for the benefit of the intended victims of 
idiocy. In many cases | will not be very 
specific, but sOmetimes the abuse cited will 
be so heinous and the perpétrator so 
obvious that names may be named To those 
who cannot function in the heat of THIS 
kitchen, my advice is to stay out of it. The 
role I have is that of watchdog. As such, 
I'm no one's pet poodle. Invade the "house" 
and your legs are at risk, so to speak. 

The purpose of this column is to SERVE. 
Not in the sense that a restaurant serves up 
good meals. (though perhaps what will 
appear here will be food for thought) but 
rather’ to serve as a_ physician with 
diagnoses and prescriptions. I'm NOT in 
the business of serving up public relations 
notices, or fan-oriented blurbs. There are 
many others who do that sort of thing much 
better than I could. They have their place 
and importance. Just not in this column. If 
something that appears here causes some 
commotion, so much the better. A heated 
argument over some problem in the scene is 
better than blind ignorance of impending 
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death, don't you think? So I encourage you 
to write back. Do your worst. I could use 
the exercise. 

Back in school, I never got great grades 
in the area of "works well with others” but | 
was never reprimanded for lying either. 
But let's not leave the word "lie" before 
defining it. A lie is a willful distortion of 
the facts as they exist. There are two types 
of lies. The first is a lie of commission. 
That is to say actually making a_ false 
statement. The second is a lie of omission, 
which is misrepresentation by leaving out 
important details of a situation. Most of us 
recognize the first one. The second often 
goes ignored. I, however, will not ignore 
these, even if they are only self-deceptions, 
because they still have consequences for 
those who are attempting to provide real 
quality in the music scene. “ 

As to my particular qualifications to 
criticize music and the environment in which 
it exists, | can only say that I have worked 


all over the United States as a touring 
musician, have written and published 
hundreds of songs, served musical 


residencies in bars and night clubs and been 
sought out as a consultant by college 
instructors for both music appreciation and 
music marketing classes. I have been a 
party to lawsuits on behalf of beleaguered 
musicians on several occasions. ‘As to my 
writing, I have written articles on music, 
history, politics and sports for many 
newspapers. I won an award for a concert 
review in Circus magazine, and have 21 
articles in the Baseball Hall of Fame Library 
in Cooperstown, NY. 

I hereby absolve the owners, editors, 
publishers and staff of In Tune Magazine of 
any responsibility for the content of this 
column. It's contents are my responsibility 
alone. 

In closing, I must state for the record 
that I wish no one ill, and hope that 
everyone in the business is as successful as 
they wish to be. Just do it right. The 
watchdog is now on the job to “afflict the 
comfortable and comfort the afflicted."

Home at Last made its "post-studio hiatus" 
debut at Crilley's In Tune Night. | have had the 
pleasure of listening to these guys on disk for a 
few weeks now, and frankly it's not what | 
expected. It was much more. This is a live band. A 
professional band. Their stage presence was 
calculated, yet a natural freedom existed. | had not 
planned on staying the entire set but got drawn 
into the music and the rhythms, prompting me to 
quickly grab a seat and pay attention. 

Home at Last opened their set with "Too Much 
Trouble," a powerful, funky groove that quickly 
had the crowd chanting the chorus. Ernie 
Trionfo's Stylistic guitar-playing fit the consistent 
rhythm of Steven Shurman. Both traded some 
very tasteful solo time on stage and never seemed 
to. step on each other's toes, in showmanship or 
volume. The energetic and incredibly controlled 
percussion and drumming of Charlie Andaloro 
added a solid, unfailing backbeat. Bruce Pike's 
lively, groove-laden bassmanship coupled with 
his powerful lead vocal rounded off the personnel 
in this very concise, tight unit of musicians. 

Several songs from their first album, "Line By 
Line," made an appearance as well as "Warmer 
September" from the current "You Can't Fight 
Fiction" disc. | really enjoyed "Warmer 
September” after hearing it live; the rawer, more 
energetic sound just made the song for me. In 
"The Big Goodbye" Ernie jumped on the acoustic 
guitar and laid down some mean chords while 
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Steven soared around the music with some 
wailing electric work. "Right Up In Your Face," a 
track from the new compact disc, made an early 
appearance to the Crilley's crowd. 

All in all there were lots of solos, some great 
grooves and many _ intricate instrumental 
passages. It’s hard to capture a band like this on 
tape, although the discs are surely worth picking 
up; do yourself a favor...get out and see these 
guys actually play. This is a live band and they 
know how to play.

In 1989, Kinney released "Macdougal 
Blues"; his latest, "Down Out Law," 
starts where he left off Kinney's 
songwriting has always painted a picture 
of what he sees and feels, which holds 
him back with DNC, but blooms on his 
own. 

Kinney sings of a homeless folk singer 
who later finds a job singing for beer on 
"Down And Out Law," while other songs 
talk of love (Save For Me), abuse (Eye 
Of The Hurricane) and soul-searching 
(Mountain Top). Kinney, a supporter of 
MIA/POW, tells his story of someone 
hoping for their hero to return from 
Vietnam in "Tell Him Something For 
Me." All thirteen tracks are more 
personal than on "Macdougal Blues." 
Especially since "Macdougal" was more 
of a DNC acoustic album. This time 
around, it's Kinney, his guitar and his 
stories. 

Kinney has never been known for his 
singing, but neither was Dylan, and you 
will find no comparisons. If you are a fan 
of DNC or enjoy real folk music, this is a 
gem to go into your collection.

It was a chilly night in the tiny village. As we 
approached the ominous looking structure, God fearing 
Christians pleaded with us not to enter proclaiming "the 
Devil himself" was behind those doors!! Nevertheless, we 
were magnetically drawn, trance-like through through 
those "Gates of Hell" whereupon the great altar, the mighty 
beast himself was holding Mass.... 

O.K., O.K., so the tiny village was actually Upper Darby, 
Pa. the ominous looking structure, the Tower Theater, the 
God fearing Christians, born again Bible thumpers 
conducting their street sermons at the concert-goers. The 
great altar being the stage and the Mighty Beast Himself 
being one of the greatest metal bands in history -- BLACK 
SABBATH!! 

MORBID ANGEL opened the show this night of 
blistering metal at the Tower. I, however. was stuck going 
around in circles on a Market St. "Detrour from Hell," so 
unfortunately I was unable to catch their performance. 
(Thanks much for the ticket, though, guys!!) 

The Special Guests were the “bastards" themselves -- 
MOTORHEAD! Unfortunately my little "Merry-go-round 
of Madness" cut into their performance as well. I was able 
to catch one of their last tunes, "Killed By Death," which is 
one of my favorite tunes! Motorhead was in fine form this 
evening. with Lemmy growling out his trademark vocals, 
Wurzel (The Bastard) and Phil Campbell's blazing and 
grinding guitar attack, and newest member, drummer 
Mikkey Dee. was jack hammering his way through the 
Motorhead catalog. He replaces original drummer Philthy 
Taylor who parted ways with Lemmy and the boys during 
their "MARCH OR DIE" period. Mikkey has pounded the 
skins for KING DIAMOND in the past. 

Motorhead now have their own record label bestowed 
upon them by ZYX. their worldwide distributor, and with 
the release of their new disc "Bastards," they are looking to 
shake the Motorhead stigma of bad luck and being pigeon- 
holed as just purely "thrash/metal." Lemmy is quoted as 
saying. "If only for the length of service, we should get a 
f**king medal from the music business." I agree and given 
the chance, I'd be the first one to pin it on them and salute 
the "bastards" of metal!! 

Now what was to come next was what I'd been waiting for 
since my first listen to their '89 release, "THE HEADLESS 
CROSS." ~ BLACK SABBATH "live" with _ their 
phenomenal vocalist TONY MARTIN! Martin, in my 
opinion, is the best vocalist Sabbath has ever had! Don't get 
me wrong, I have a great appreciation for OZZY, RONNIE 
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DIO, IAN GILLAN and GLEN HUGHES, but Tony 
Martin's style and voice just seem to be the perfect union 
with Sabbath. 

The lights were dimmed. The last roadie exited the stage 
and the choir and guitars of "Supertzar" rang out in the 
darkness over the P.A. and in a flash, the legends of metal 
were upon the stage tearing into "Time Machine" from 
their DEHUMANIZER disc. Bassist GEEZER BUTLER 
and guitarist TONY IOMMI played with conviction. Butler 
with his classic "spider fingers" style and Iommi looming 
mysteriously, enveloped in his music. Newest addition to 
the Sabbath camp, drummer BOBBY RONDINELLI, (ex- 
RAINBOW) wasn't missing a beat! He is a very solid 
drummer with impressive credentials, yet I must say that I 
sincerely miss the unbelievably powerful, heavy hitting of 
drummer COZY POWELL (oddly enough, also ex- 
Rainbow). He appeared on "The Headless Cross" and "Tyr" 
discs and his dark, heavy playing style was instrumental to 
their sound. The next tune was "Children of the Grave" 
from ‘71's MASTERS OF REALITY. They then broke the 
seal on their new disc CROSS PURPOSES by launching 
into "I Witness," a tale about the lives of the Amish people. 
Next in this sermon of sin was the title track from '81's 
follow-up totheir masterpiece HEAVEN & HELL, "Mob 
Rules." "Neon Knights" from the aforementioned Heaven & 
Hell disc made the set list this night, although it sounded as 
though the song may have been dropped down a key to 
accommodate Martin's voice but nonetheless came off great 
and riled up the crowd with some audience participation 
during the chorus. Included through the course of this 
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metal quenching set were Sabbath staple tunes such as their 
namesake "Black Sabbath" and "Symptom of the Universe" 
and some classics which haven't been unveiled on a 
Sabbath stage in many a year such as "Into the Void" and 
"The Wizard." 

Bobby Rondinelli performed a short (hey, being a 
drummer myself, I could've watched all night!) drum solo 
showing off his considerable talents and after raging 
through the devilishly evil title track from THE 
HEADLESS CROSS disc, they closed this Mass of metal 
with the perennial favorite, "Paranoid." After a few minutes 
of stomping, fists in the air, clapping and cheering, the 
Sabs hit the stage with their encore of another timeless 
classic, "Iron Man," with a segue into the title track from 
‘74's offering, SABBATH BLOODY SABBATH, which 
ended my encounter with "the beast." I would've enjoyed 
hearing more from their newest disc CROSS PURPOSES 
such as "Dying for Love" and my fave. "Virtual Death." 
They performed nothing from their TYR disc! How about 
"Valhalla," "Heaven in Black" and "Jerusalem"? Oh well, I 
don't make up their set lists, do I? All in all it was great to 
see the masters doing what they do best -- Kick Ass, and 
except for an annoying row of very high intensity ‘lights 
across the top of the amps which given the angle they were 
at, burned your eyes out to the beat of the music, the show 
was everything I expected!! I thank Black Sabbath and 
their publicist, Wendy Weisberg (I.R.S. Records), 
Motorhead (ZYX Records and Hot Shots public relations) 
and Morbid Angel and Giant/Reprise Records for the 
tickets. Again, Thanks Much for a great show!!! C-YA!

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TECH TALK 


By J.D. HOWARD 


Good God, it's already that time again. Before I get started 
on some tangent, I'd like to say if anyone has a specific 
question they would like addressed, I would be happy to 
find an answer for you. Please mail your questions to IN 
TUNE, P.O. Box 333, Northfield, NJ 08225. 

I know it's still snowy, rainy and cold outside, but let's talk 
about the pleasant spring and summer days ahead. With 
those days comes a great pastime. outdoor concerts. So that 
brings up the subject of outdoor sound. Successful sound 
reinforcement outdoors is probably the most challenging for 
the engineer. Not only does the band have to worry about 
ruined equipment from a quick thunderstorm but they have 

_ to concern themselves with things like wind, humidity and 
temperature gradients. This might not seem like a situation 
most of the bands in this area will have to deal with, but 
you will, whether you have a 20,000 watt Turbosound 
system or a Peavey 300 watt head with a couple SP3 
cabinets. 

Temperature gradients probably affect sound the most. 


Example, sound passes through hot air (due to less density). 


faster than it passes through cold air. If you were to do a 
morning show (God forbid), the air on the ground would 
still be cold, yet the upper air would be warming from the 
sun. This would cause sound to bounce between the two 
regions causing a difference in sound intensity. Weird, 
huh? 

When sound travels through the air, the actual air grabs 
the sound wave and weakens its intensity. The level of 
sound is affected by the relative humidity. Dry air absorbs 
much more sound than does moister air. This can greatly 
affect your high and low frequencies of your sound system 
depending on the density of the surrounding air. Weirder, 
huh? 

Finally, wind. -The easy point is the greater the velocity of 
the wind can shift the original sound source, making it 
appear to be coming from a different location. The second 
effect is gradient wind. This occurs when one layer of wind 
is moving at a different speed than another. This occurs 
usually when there is some type of barrier between the stage 
and audience, like a treeline or fence. For the most part, 
wind gradients are not devastating unless the winds are 
hurricane-like, then that will really screw your stereo 
image. But if they are hurricane-like, it'll probably screw 
your show, too. Until next month. GET UP, GET OUT, GO
